Texas establishes quarantine from April 15, 1902. 


AustTIN, TEX., March 21, 1902. 


Sir: Linclose herewith proclamation by the governor of Texas putting 
on quarantine April 15, 1902. 
Respectfully, GEORGE R. TABOk, 
State Health Officer of Texas. 


Proclamation by the governor of the State of Texas. 


Be it known, that I, Joseph D. Sayers, governor of the State of Texas, by authority 
vested in me by the laws of this State, do hereby declare that quarantine shall be estab- 
lished on the gulf coast and Rio Grande border on and after April 15, 1902, and it shall 
continue until closed by proclamation. 

Said quarantine shall apply to all vessels, persons, or things coming from places 
infected by yellow fever, smallpox, bubonic plague, or cholera, and all places south of 
25 degrees north latitude shall be considered infected unless proof to the contrary be 
submitted to the State health officer, and special exemption be granted to said places, 
and — from such places are prohibited from entering this State within a period of 


I further declare quarantine against any person or persons infected or liable to be 
infected with yellow fever, smallpox, bubonic plague, or cholera, either within or with- 
out the State, and direct the quarantine officers of the State and health officers of the 
counties and towns to establish local quarantine around any and all such persons when- 
ever discovered. 

The coast quarantine stations will be governed by the following rules : 

Rule 1. Ten days must have elapsed, from the day of sailing from an infected point, 
before vessel will be allowed to enter the ports of Texas, except fruit vessels and such 
vessels as have been given written permits to de so. 

Rule 2. Vessels arriving outside the bar of Texas ports, with sickness on board at the 
time of arrival, of either yellow fever, smallpox, bubonic plague, or cholera, must not 
be brought inside of the bar by the pilots, but must be at once reported to the local 
quarantine officer, who will at once report same to the State health officer, and he 
will endeavor to have such vessel ordered to the nearest U. S. Marine-Hospital station 
for treatment. 

Rule 3. Vessels from an infected place, having had sickness or deaths en route, but 
having no sickness at the time of arrival, will be disinfected and held five full days after 
disinfection, under observation, before being released, and a longer time if considered 
necessary by the State health officer. 

Rule 4. Vessels from places actually infected, and having been at sea longer than ten 
days, will be disinfected and held under observation five full days, unless special per- 
mission is given by the State health officer to enter sooner. 

Rule 5. Vessels from places south of 25 degrees north latitude, with clean bills of 
health, and having had no sickness on board, will be disinfected and held three days 
after disinfection, unless special permission is given by the State health officer to enter 
sooner. 

Rule 6. Iron steamships arriving from noninfected ports south of 25 degrees north 
latitude, with no cargo or passengers, with clean bills of health from last clearance and the 
clearance preceding the last, and in good sanitary condition at the time of arrival, may be 
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permitted to enter after being disinfected, without further detention, if, in the judg- 
ment of the local quarantine officers, it is safe to do so. 

Rule 7. Vessels wishing to engage in the fruit, cattle, or crude petroleum trade will 
be allowed to do so under special restrictions and regulations governing the same. 

All officials, military authorities, and citizens of Texas are solicited to assist the 
quarantine officers in the execution of the above rules, and are earnestly requested to 
notify the governor of any dereliction of duty by officers or employees, or any other 
facts that will give greater efficiency to the quarantine service. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto signed my name and have caused the seal of 
the State to be affixed at the city of Austin this the 20th day of March, A. D. 1902.

MICHIGAN.—Reports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended March 15, 1902, from 70 observers, indicate that phthisis 
pulmonalis, measles, inflammation of bowels, erysipelas, intermittent 
fever, dysentery, and diphtheria were more prevalent, and diarrhea, 
enteric fever, and remittent fever were less prevalent than in the pre- 
ceding week. Meningitis was reported present at 5, whooping cough 
at 17, diphtheria at 27, enteric fever at 45, measles at 71, scarlet fever 
at 109, smallpox at 145, and phthisis pulmonalis at 207 places. 


The Monthly Bulletin of Vital Statistics says: 

There were 2,665 deaths returned to the department of State for the 
month of February, a decrease of 160 from the number returned for the 
preceding month. As February is a shorter month than January, 
the death rate, on the contrary, showed an increase from 13.5 to 14 per 
1,000 population. The month of February, 1901, had 3,084 deaths, or 
16.3 per 1,000 population. There were 422 deaths of infants under 1 
year ; 150 deaths of children aged 1 to 4 years, and 897 deaths of elderly 
— over 65 years. Important causes of death were as follows: 

berculosis of lungs, 152; other forms of tuberculosis, 21; typhoid 
fever, 38; diphtheria and croup, 38; scarlet fever, 20; measles, 16; 
whooping cough, 18; pneumonia, 369; meningitis, 45; influenza, 78; 
cancer, 114; accidents and violence, 100. There were 4 deaths from 
smallpox during the month, 1 in each of the following districts: Alma 
village, Gratiot County ; Cannon Township, Kent County ; Reed City 
village, Osceola County, and Onaway village, Presque Isle County. 
Two deaths were also reported from chickenpox, which term, with 
other designations, like ‘‘ Cuban itch,’’ sometimes indicates smallpox. 
These deaths were in Handy Township, Livingston County, and Delray 
village, Wayne County. There were also 2 deaths from mumps, 1 in 
Clinton County and 1 in Lapeer County.

CANADA. 
Births, marriages, and deaths in Montreal in 1900. 


MONTREAL, CANADA, March 18, 1902. 

The health department of the city of Montreal only a few days ago 
issued its annual report for the year 1900. 1t deals with the city’s 
death rate, birth rate, marriages, population, etc. The figures are 
somewhat startling to the people. The impression has prevailed that 
Montreal is a very healthy city. The death rate is given at 25.46 per 
1,000 for 1900, against 24.51 in 1899 and 20.66 in 1898. The birth 
rate is given at 34.26 per 1,000 for 1900, against 34.45 in 1898. The 
marriage rate has also fallen off slightly, being 7.76 per 1,000 in 1900, 
against 8.12 in 1899 and 8 in 1898. The total number of deaths in 
1900 is given as 7,351, and the rate per 1,000 of the population 25.46 
is enormously high when compared with the death rate of other large 
cities on this continent. In New York, with its huge congested and 
poverty stricken districts and its hot summer climate, the death rate is 
only 19.95 per 1,000. In Boston it is 19.06; in Chicago, 14.68 ; in 
Buffalo, 14.19. Even in New Orleans the death rate is only 24.94. 

Civic officials put forth the contention that the cause of the death rate 
in Montreal being far heavier than what it should be is the result of 
the heavy mortality among infants. 

It is well known that sanitary conditions are no little to blame for the 
slaughter of the ‘‘innocents.’’ The medical health officer has frequently 
declared that the existence of privy pits has much to do with the heavy 
death rate among infants; nevertheless, the obnoxious pits still remain. 
It is a fact that there are weeks in the heat of summer when 125 infants 
die. The total death rate of the entire city should not average over 100 
per week. 

The following table, taken from the annual report for 1900, gives a 
very complete review of this whole subject. It gives the exact figures 
of deaths, marriages, births, etc., since 1884.

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Death rate in other cities. 


Some statistics have been procured by the health department as to 
the death rate in other cities. Of 100 cities in America from which 
statistics could be secured, Three Rivers has the highest death rate, 
and Hamilton, Ontario, the lowest. For 19 North American cities, it 
was shown the average death rate was 20.1 per1,000. For 75 European 
cities the average death rate is shown to be 19.7. For 6 South American 
cities the rate was shown to be 32.1. 

Commenting on this report the Montreal Star has the following: 

‘* Assuming the population to be 250,000, Montreal loses 6,250 lives 
ayear. Why should we lose 2,245 more than Louisville, Ky.? 

‘*Why should 3,873 more people die here than in St. Paul; 3,580 
more than in Minneapolis? Coming nearer home, why should we lose 
2,703 per year more than the same population of Buffalo? Why is it 
that a great city like New York, with its herds of all kinds of people 
flocking in from the four quarters of the earth, its intense heat in sum 
mer, its dense population, crowded tenement districts, why should such 
a city actually lose 1,438 fewer lives per 250,000 than Montreal ? 

‘Why should our death rate be higher than Memphis, Tenn., or 
New Orleans, with their frequent ravages of fevers unknown in our 
climate? Why should Montreal in 1900 lose a larger percentage of its 
population than any other city on the continent, with the single excep- 
tion of Savannah, Ga.?”’

Reports from Oienfuegos, Oasilda, and Santa Cruz del Sur. 


CIENFUEGOS, CuBA, March 17, 1902. 


Sir: Through the chief quarantine officer for the island of Cuba, I 
have the honor to forward the following weekly report of the transactions 
in the district under my command, for the week ended March 15, 1902: 

Ten deaths have occurred in this city; of these 1 occurred in the civil 
hospital. No contagious diseases reported. Causes of death as follows: 
Tuberculosis, 4; paludism, 1; anwmia, 1; aneurism, 1; insufficiency, 
aortic, 1; entero-colitis, 1; stillborn, 1. Death rate per 1,000 inhabit- 
ants, 13.04. Ten vessels inspected and passed, granted free pratique; 
3 vessels admitted without inspection; 14 bills of health issued vessels 
leaving this port, and 1 alien steerage passenger inspected and allowed 
to land. 

Seven of the cases of parotitis, left behind for medical treatment by 
the battleship Indiana, were discharged from the ‘‘ Quinta de Salud”’ 
March 11; clothing, hammocks, and bedding of patients were disinfected 
under my personal supervision, and after changing clothing the patients 
were taken on board the gunboat Yankton. 

The following cases are still in hospital under treatment, visited daily 
by Dr. Stuart of the Yankton: Parotitis, 2; bronchitis, 1; pleurisy, 1 ; 
bubo (nonvenereal), 1; syphilis, 1. 

Casilda.—Acting Asst. Surg. Alejandro Cantero reports 6 deaths in the 
city of Trinidad. No contagious diseases reported ; 11 vessels inspected 
and passed, granted free pratique ; § bills of health issued vessels leaving 
Casilda, and no alien steerage passengers landed at that port. 

Santa Cruz del Sur.—Acting Asst. Surg. Pedro M. Quevedo reports no 
deaths at that port during week ended March 8. No contagious dis- 
eases reported in that vicinity ; 4 vessels inspected and passed, granted 
free pratique; 5 bills of health issued vessels leaving that port, and no 
alien steerage passengers landed at that port.

REPORT OF TRANSACTIONS AT THF TRISCORNIA DETENTION STATION, 
HAVANA, CUBA, WITH FINANCIAL STATEMENT FOR THE PERIOD OF 
FOUR MONTHS, JULY, AUGUST, SEPTEMBER, AND OCTOBER, 1901.

HAVANA, CuBA, March 17, 1902. 


Upon the recommendation and under the supervision of the chief 
quarantine officer for the island of Cuba, strict quarantine measures 
were enforced in Havana against yellow fever infected ports in Mexico 
and Central America, from July 1 to October 31, 1901. 

The distance from said ports to Havana is covered in from seventy to 
ninety hours from Vera Cruz, Mexico, via Progreso; from thirty to 
forty hours from Progreso, Mexico, direct; from sixty to seventy from 
Vera Cruz direct, and from ninety to one hundred and five direct from 
Tampico, Mexico. This time being shorter than the incubative period 
of yellow fever, it becomes necessary to impose upon nonimmunes a 
detention for the complementary time to complete five days from the 
departure from the infected port. 

1 personally inspected the passengers on board the steamers, and 
those who produced evidence of their immunity were allowed immediate 
landing and the nonimmunes were transferred to the Triscornia Station 
until five days detention was completed. During their detention they 
were systematically submitted to a biquotidian examination, their tem- 
perature having been taken and recorded twice a day. 

All cases of fever were immediately transferred to a mosquito-proof 
pavilion, and from there to Las Animas Hospital, as soon as any sus- 
picious symptoms appeared. AI] measures against the possible spread 
of yellow fever were enforced in accordance with the new theory of its 
transmission through the infected mosquito (Sfegomyia). Extreme care 
had been taken to avoid the presence in or around the station of any 
deposit of stagnant water that might become a suitable nidus for their 
larvee. 

At the beginning of the rainy season the station became infected with 
mosquitoes, many of them being of the genus Stegomyia; they were 
more abundant in the old San Diego fort. After a careful search many 
breeding places were found full of larve ; all such places were filled or 
drained, and after a week not a single mosquito was seen in the station 
and very few in the fort, all having been probably blown away by the 
wind. 

With the exception of a few invasions at the fort, all the premises 
have been free of mosquitoes during the year, every receptacle being 
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carefully covered with wire netting or oiled, and every pool drained or 
dried. In fact the whole camp has been drained, and the sewage dis- 
posed of in such way as to prevent the formation of pools of stagnant 
water. 

The detention station is located on the high part of the hill, east of 
Cabanas Fortress, at the northwest end of the immigration station, from 
which it is separated by a double barbed-wire fence, 8 feet apart. It 
has a surface of about 63,000 square yards. 

First-class passengers are quartered in a barrack containing 10 cabins, 
each with capacity for 2. Second and third class passengers have another 
barrack with capacity for 40 or more. Women have small rooms. 

Besides these 2 main buildings, the shower baths, lavatories, laundry, 
and cans are all contained within a small building, divided in 4 com- 
partments, according to class and sex. 

Passengers are transported in a stage from the wharf to the station. 
The cooking is done at immigration station kitchen. 

During the quarantine season 39 steamers arrived from Mexican and 
Central American yellow fever infected ports, with 922 passengers—521 
from Vera Cruz, 382 from Progreso, 18 from Tampico, and 1 from Car- 
thagena. Three hundred and ninety-two were allowed immediate land. 
ing upon evidence of their immunity, and 530 were transferred to the 
Triscornia Station and detained there. Four persons were admitted 
from Havana to accompany relatives or friends during their detention. 
Of the detained, 386 came from Vera Cruz, 127 from Progreso, 16 from 
Tampico, and 1 from Carthagena. 

In October 1 passenger from Vera Cruz, who was taken to the station 
from the steamship Havana October 7, developed fever; on the next 
day suspicious symptoms appeared, and he was immediately transferred 
to Las Animas Hospital, where the diagnosis of yellow fever was con- 
firmed. The case recovered. 

Although surrounded by a large population of nonimmunes, the 
infection did not spread, precautions having been taken to avoid possible 
contamination of mosquitoes. 

Passengers are divided into 2 classes; first-class passengers were 
charged $1.50 per day ; second class passengers, 50 cents. Bills were 
collected from the steamship company that brought the passengers. 

The sum allotted by the Government for subsistence of passengers 
quarantined was $677.25, as follows:

Matanzas.—Sixteen deaths occured in the city of Matanzas during the 
period covered by this report, showing a mortality of 18.43 per 1,000. 
The principal causes of death were as follows: Tuberculosis, 4; heart 
disease, 3; pneumonia, 1; infectious fever, 1; nephritis, 1; arterio- 
sclerosis, 1; tetanus, traumatic, 1; other causes, 4. No case of infec- 
tious or contagious character was reported. Ten vessels arrived during 
the week; 8 of these were inspected and passed and 2 passed without 
inspection. Nine bills of health were issued to vessels leaving this port. 

Cardenas.—Acting Asst. Surg. Enrique Saez reports that 9 deaths 
occurred in Cardenas during the week, of the following causes: Tuber- 
culosis, 2; cerebral hemorrhage, 1; heart disease, 1; alcoholism, 1; la 
grippe, 1; tetanus, infantile, 1; other causes, 2. No case of infectious 
or contagious character was reported. The death rate during the week 
was 18.90 per 1,000. Seventeen vessels arrived during the week; 1 of 
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these was inspected and passed and 16 passed without inspection. 
Seventeen bills of health were issued to vessels leaving the port.

SANTIAGO DE CuBA, March 10, 1902. 


Srr: Through the chief quarantine officer forthe island of Cuba, I have 
the honor to submit herewith the following report for the week ended 
March 1, 1902: 

Santiago.—During this period there was a total of 19 deaths reported, 
making the annual rate mortality for the week 22.97 per 1,000. The 
causes of death were the following: Fever, intermittent malarial, 1 ; 
tubercie of lungs, 6; paralysis, 1; organie diseases of the heart, 1; 
atheroma, 1; bronchitis, acute, 1; pneumonia, 2; pulmonary conges- 
tion, 1; Bright’s disease, 2; insolation, 1; unspecified or ill-defined 
causes of death, 2. During the week 8 vessels were inspected and 
passed on arrival, 6 vessels were passed without inspection, and 1 
vessel was boarded and passed on medical officers’ certificate. Ten 
vessels received bills of health prior to sailing. On February 25, 1902, 
the provisional flag steamship Maria Herrera was disinfected prior to 
sailing for Porto Rico. One immune and 5 nonimmune certificates 
were issued to passengers, and 45 pieces of baggage were disinfected by 
formaldehyd gas. On February 27, 1902, the French cruiser Tage 
entered this port with 2 sick and 1 man dead. The cause of death given 
was insolation. This man went on duty, apparently in good health, at 
4 p. m. the previous day, and at 5p. m. was taken sick and died at 2 
a. m. the following morning. His temperature during this time ranged 
between 41 and 42°C. Of the 2 men sick, 1, diagnosed typhoid fever, 
was sent to the civil hospital; the other, diagnosed malarial fever, 
remained on board the vessel. 

Manzanillo.—Acting Asst. Surg. R. de Socarras reports 2 deaths, due 
to the following causes: Cerebral congestion and hemorrhage, 1; diar- 
rhea and enteritis (under 2 years), 1. Annual rate mortality for the 
week 7.18 per 1,000. During the week 6 vessels were inspected and 
passed on arrival, 1 vessel was passed without inspection, and 9 ves- 
sels received bills of health prior to leaving port. He investigated some 
reported cases of smallpox at Campechuela and found that these were 
cases of varicella. 

Guantanamo.—Acting Asst. Surg. H. 8S. Caminero reports 4 deaths, 
due to the following causes: Fever, pernicious malarial, 1; cancer of the 
uterus, 1; organic diseases of the heart, 1; burns, 1. Annual rate mor- 
tality for the week, 11.55 per1,000. During the week 2 vessels were 
inspected and passed on arrival, 3 vessels were passed without inspec- 
tion, and 2 vessels received bills of health prior to departure. The 
case of smallpox reported last week is doing fairly well. No new cases 
have been reported.

Report from London. 


LONDON, ENGLAND, March 12, 1902. 


Str: I have the honor to report that for the week ended March 8, 
1902, 7 vessels left this port for ports in the United States, and there 
were vaccinated of the crews of these vessels 122 persons, 1 steamship 
having its own surgeon vaccinate its crew, and that number is not 
included in the above. The number of cases of smallpox reported con- 
tinues about the same, and there were on the 10th instant 1,558 cases 
under treatment. The lay press reports that there are 208 cases of the 
disease in hospital in Glasgow. For the week ended March i, there were 
84 deaths from smallpox in England, 75 of which occurred in London, 
7 in West Ham, 1 in Tottenham, and 1 in Swansea. For the same 
period there were 10 deaths from this disease in Glasgow. 

For the week ended February 27, there were 7 cases and 3 deaths 
from plague in Mauritius. In Egypt, for the week ended February 23, 
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there were 8 cases and 3 deaths. Concerning the newspaper reports 
that plague was present at Zaandam, Holland, I am informed by the 
consul at Amsterdam that there is nothing known of it there, and it is 
probably pure fabrication.

GERMANY. 


Reports from Berlin—Plague and cholera in various countries. 


BERLIN, GERMANY, March 7, 1902. 


Srr: I have the honor to transmit the following information obtained 
from the imperial health office at Berlin: 


Plague. 


TURKEY.—In Bagdad during the period from January 1 to February 
10, there were recorded 14 plague cases and 10 deaths. 

EGypt.—Between February 14 and February 20, the following plague 
cases were registered: In Tantah, 3 cases and 3 deaths; in Kom-el-Nur, 
3 cases and no deaths; in Alexandria, 1 case and 1 death. 

BritTIsH InpD1IA.—In the Bombay Presidency during the period from 
January 25 to January 31, there were registered 5,786 plague cases and 
4,285 deaths—that is to say, 824 cases and 584 deaths less than during the 
foregoing week. In the city of Bombay, between January 22 and Jan- 
uary 28 (from January 29 to February 4), there were recorded 477 (602) 
plague cases and 347 (536) deaths. 

HoNGKONG.—Since the beginning of October last the colony had been 
declared free from plague. But in the middle of December a fresh 
plague case with fatal termination was recorded. 

CaPE CoLony.—During the week from January 26 to February 1, 
1 fresh case of plague was registered at Mossel Bay. 

NEw SoutH WALEs.—In Sydney, between January 15 and January 
22, 5 fresh plague cases were registered. 


Plague and cholera, 


BRITISH INDIA.—In Calcutta during the period from January 12 to 
January 25 there occurred 112 deaths from cholera. There were also 
recorded 117 cases of plague with 111 deaths. 


Increase of careinoma in Germany. 


Government counsellor Dr. Wutzdorff, head of this department of 
the imperial health office in Berlin, has recently delivered a lecture on 
‘ the above subject before the committee for the study of cancer. The 
Deutsche Medicinische Wochenschrift has just published a synopsis of 
this lecture, from which we take the following results, which Dr. Wutz- 
dorff has arrived at by a careful and critical use of the statistics con- 
cerning the spread of cancer in the German Empire : 

1. In the German Empire, according to the official statistics, carci- 
noma has increased considerably during the period from 1892 to 1898, 
notably in Hamburg, and in the province Posen, also in Bavaria left 
of the Rhine. The increase was less marked in the province of Hano- 
ver and the kingdom of Saxony, in Westphalia, Hessen, and East 
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Prussia. A decrease was alone recorded in Hohenzollern and Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha. . 

2. To judge from the number of deaths from carcinoma recorded in 
the year 1898, this disease occurs most frequently among the population 
of the Lubeck and Hamburg districts, in Baden, Bavaria right of the 
Rhine, Berlin, Hessen, Wurtemburg, kingdom of Saxony, Brunswick, 
and in the district of Bremen. Cancer occurs less frequently among the 
inhabitants of Schaumburg-Lippe, province Posen, Saxe Coburg-Gotha, 
Westphalia, Hohenzollern, East Prussia, and the Rhine Province. 

3. Apart from the youngest-age classes of the population, for which, 
owing to the small numbers coming into consideration, statistical con- 
clusions can not be drawn, the number of deaths from cancer has 
increased in a considerably greater proportion than the growth of the 
population. The assumption that the higher-age classes participate 
alone or mainly in this increase, is not confirmed by the statistics. 

4, Cancer, at the present time, attacks the population of Germany, 
on the average, at a younger age than formerly. 

5. Women more frequently suffer with carcinoma than men, although 
the danger for men is greater than for women.

Report from Naples—Smallpox in Naples and Palermo. 
NAPLES, ITALY, March 3, 1902. 


Sir: I have the honor to report that for the week ended March 1, 
1902, the following ships were inspected at Naples: February 25, the 
steamship Citta di Torino, of the Veloce Line, bound with passengers and 
cargo for New York. There were inspected and passed 1,436 steerage 
passengers and 66 pieces of large baggage ; 2,000 pieces of baggage were 
disinfected by steam. February 26, the steamship Sardegna, of the 
Italian General Navigation Company, bound with passengers and cargo 
for New York. There were inspected and passed 1,052 steerage passen- 
gers and 26 pieces of large baggage; 1,500 pieces of baggage were dis- 
infected by steam. February 27, the steamship Aller, of the North 
German Lloyd Steamship Company, bound with passengers and cargo 
for New York. There were inspected and passed 778 steerage passen- 
gers and 50 pieces of large baggage ; 1,200 pieces of baggage were dis- 
infected by steam. March 1, the steamship Massilia, of the Fabre Line, 
bound with passengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected 
and passed 1,043 steerage passengers and 100 pieces of large baggage ; 
1,700 pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam. 


Smallpox at Naples. 


During the week ended March 1, 1902, there were officially reported 
at Naples 9 cases and 1 death. 


Smallpox at Palermo. 
It is reported that there is a considerable number of cases of smallpox 


at Palermo. All emigrants’ baggage from that city is being disinfected 
and a careful lookout being kept for cases of smallpox. 
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Plague in Egypt. 


A report from Cairo, dated February 24, 1902, states that during the 
week then passed there were 4 cases of plague and 4 deaths at Alexandria. 
Since April 7, 1901, the beginning of the epidemic, there have been in 
Egypt 304 cases of plague and 184 deaths.

JAMAICA, 
Yellow fever at Port Royal. 


KINGSTON, JAMAICA, March 6, 1902. 

Srr: I have the honor to report that it was rumored on the 4th that 
there were several cases of yellow fever at Port Royal, but I was unable 
to ascertain the truth of the rumor until late in the afternoon of that day, 
and early the following morning I saw the superintendent of the island 
medical office, who told me that 3 cases of yellow fever had developed 
in the barracks among the troops at Port Royal; that the troops had 
immediately been sent to the mountain, and that the authorities were 
not apprehensive of any further trouble on that score. He also stated 
that there was no communication between Port Royal and Kingston, 5 
miles distant (in a direct line), across the bay. Under these circum- 
stances, and in view of the further fact that the health of this port is 
good, I did not report the 3 cases of yellow fever at Port Royal by cable, 
though I noted the facts of the report of the 3 cases at Port Royal on 
the bills of health applied for after the report had been confirmed.

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the following report of the 
quarantine transactions of the service at this and the 6 subports of the 
island of Porto Rico for the month of February, 1902: 

San Juan.—Number of vessels inspected, 19; number of bills of health 
issued, 30; number of vessels held in quarautine, 3; number of persons 
detained in quarantine at the quarantine station, none; number of per- 
sons vaccinated, none; number of vessels disinfected, none; number of 
pieces of baggage disinfected, 83; number of sacks of mail disinfected, 2. 

On the Ist instant the French steamship Alexandre Bizio, from Colon 
and South American ports, entered, and was placed in quarantine under 
guard. She brought no passengers or freight for Porto Rico, and was 
permitted to take on cargo for European ports while in quarantine. 
The vessel sailed on the following day, the 2d instant. 

On the 18th instant the French steamship Saint Simon, from St. Mare, 
Gouaives, Petit .-oave, Port au Prince, Cape Haitien, Puerto Plata, and 
Sanchez, and the Spanish steamship Montevideo, from Havana, Port 
Limon, Colon. Barranquilla, Puerto Cabello, and La Guayra, via Ponce, 
arrived. Both steamships were placed in quarantine under guard. 
Bills of health carried by both steamships were clean, and as the pas- 
sengers for Porto Rico from each steamship were considered immune 
they were permitted to land. Forty-three pieces of baggage, with 1 
sack of mail, from the French steamship, and 7 pieces of baggage from 
the Spanish steamship, were removed to the island and subjected to 
disinfection by formalin. 

The provisional flag steamship Julia, from Cuban and Dominican 
ports, entered upon the 19th instant on her regular schedule. She had, 
as usual, undergone disinfection at Santiago de Cuba. This steamship 
was given free pratique, 30 pieces of baggage being removed to the 
island and disinfected. 

The provisional flag steamship Maria Herrera arrived upon the 28th 
instant from Cuban and Dominican ports. She had been disinfected at 
Santiago de Cuba, as usual, and was given free pratique. Three pieces 
of baggage and 1 sack of mail were removed to the island and disin- 
fected. All passengers for Porto Rico were permitted to land.
